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Applicant filed a response to the Restriction Requirement of September 26, 2006 
on October 24, 2006.

Applicant's election without traverse of Group VIII in the reply filed on October

The inventions listed as Groups 1-2 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: while the Groups 
have a relationship with each other in that they depend on SEQ ID NO. 5, the Groups 
are distinct from each other because the steps required for diagnosing and different 
from that required for treating. Further, the groups do not share a special technical 
feature because the special technical feature, SEQ ID NO. 5, was described in a 
published patent application, Evans, US 2003/0104385 A1 , wherein SEQ ID NO. 5 is 
used in diagnosing biopolar disorder, see sequence printout 10-523-363.rng, pages 4-5.
